Silvester Mubich, 38, of Ensign was 
found dead over the week-end in his 
small home in which he was living alone 
His body was frozen 

Dr. G. M. Carson of Vulcan, had an 
autopsy performed and vital parts of 
the body were sent to the provincial 
analyst at Edmonton. Further invest¬ 
igation is impending following the anal¬ 
ysts report. The funeral was held at 
Brant on Thursday. 

Mr. Muhich wasan oil agent at Ensign 
where he has lived since 1932. He first 
settled in British Columbia after coming 
to Canada from his native land, Austria. 
He had been naturalized. 

Surviving are his mother, father, two 
brothers and a sister, all in Austria, two 
sisters’in Canada, Mrs. Fisher of Ensign 
and Mrs. Kovak of Albernie, B. C.j four 
brothers, Rudolph, Toronto, and three 
others in the States. 

Two Die In 
Plane Crash 

Plane From Vulcan Crashes 
, Between Two Residences 
In Pincher Creek 

Two airmen from No. 2 F.I.S , Vulcan 
were instantly killed while on a routine 
training flight when their plane crashed 
in Pincher Creek about 10 o’clock Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

The single motored plane exploded, it 
is stated, after the bodies of the two men 
were removed from the machine which 
is a total wreck. . 

Flying at a low level over town the 
machine is said to • have struck a tree. 
The crash occurred behind the Pincher 
Creek Co-operative warehouse. It came 
down between two residences, five feet 
from the doorstep of one, that of Mrs. J. 
Gillespie. No one, other than the fliers, 
was involved in the crash. 

The cause of the crash is unknown 
and an inquiry has been ordered. Tha 
names of the fliers are witheld pending 
advice from next of kin.

Alta. Less than 3 p.c. 
Of War Industry 

Hon. E. C. Manning, Alberta’s min¬ 
ister of trade and industry, in a state¬ 
ment said a recent speech by Muni¬ 
tions Minister Howe that Canada’s 
economy has become primarily indus¬ 
trial rather than agricultural “may 
well serve to awaken western Canada 
to the continuing grave danger that 
Canada’s economy is becoming more 
and more unbalanced because of faul¬ 
ty distribution of industrial enter¬ 
prises.” 

Commenting on Mr. Howe's address 
to the Canadian Club at Toronto last 
Monday, Mr. Manning said it is "sig¬ 
nificant that approximately 80 per 
cent of the federal government’s war 
contracts have been placed in Ontario 
and Quebec while approximately only 
2.6 percent have been placed in Al¬ 
berta.” 

“Every possible influence should be 
brought to bear upon the federal gov¬ 
ernment to adopt a policy of the more 
equitable distribution of Canadian in¬ 
dustries in that it is glaringly appar¬ 
ent that the present policy of central¬ 
ization is heading Canada straight for 
new and tremendous difficulties after 
the war,” he said. ,

WAR NOTES 


Hitler Has Formidable Force to 
Contest Allied Sweep Over North 
Africa; American Vengeance 
oa Pearl 'Harbor, Fateful 
December 7 


The campaign to clear North Afri¬ 
ca of Axis forces promises to be a’ 
long and costly struggle. Tanks, 

' planes and guns are ranged against 
each other in a supreme struggle for 
the southwest section of Tunisia. Re¬ 
enforcements have reached Axis ar¬ 
mies in the area, slowing up the rapid 
progress made earlier by British and 
American forces. Each side is handi¬ 
capped in bringing up supplies, and 
the struggle is complicated by the 
rainy season and bad roads. Nazi for¬ 
ces must be re-enforced by sea, which 
is patrolled by navy and airforces. 
Allied re-enforcements come from 
ports 150 miles to 400 miles away 
with toad conditions creating great 
difficulty. There is evidently grim 
Axis determination to keep hold on 
the North African coast. Lack of air 
support has' been one of the difficul¬ 
ties in slowing up the Allies. 

Premier Churchill has warned i n 
very hard fighting before the enemy 
will be driven\fram Tunis and Bizerte. 
He said the struggle is approaching 
a very tense phase, and good tidings 
must not be counted upon. The Allies 
have advanced almost 900 miles in 
North Africa, but the last 20 miles 
are going to be the toughest. In the 
meantime all Allied positions have 
been held, and the enemy attacks driv¬ 
en back while further reserves are 
awaited. 

Civilians are being evacuated from 
Sicily which presumably would joe 
the Allied stepping stone from Afri¬ 
ca to Italy. 

To further distress Italian popula¬ 
tion, U.S. bombers have devastated 
Naples, hitting a battleship and crui¬ 
sers with a rain of bombs, and leav¬ 
ing heavy damage in that Axis port. 
.Rome claims 169 killed in the raid, 
with docks and rail yards a wreckage. 
Naples is about §QQ. miles from the 
Allied-held centres of North Africa. 

Simultaneously hundreds of British 
and American bombers from England 
and 400 fighting planes swept over 
western Europe in an all-day offen¬ 
sive. This occurred Sunday and is 
said to have been the greatest ‘Allied 
daylight operation of the war. British, 
Norwegian, American, Polish, Cana¬ 
dian, New Zealand and Indian pilots 
were all engaged. Tons of explosives 
were dropped in Lille locomotive 
works and the Abbeville airfield. Air- 
stations ancT factories in Holland were 
destroyed and railway targets in 
France were uprooted. 

Russians Gain on Three Fronts 

Russia’s offensive is continuing as 
four Nazi strongholds have been re¬ 
captured. Heaviest fighting is west 
of Stalingrad and west of Moscow. 
Red army forces have crossed the Don' 
wiping out German troops as they go. 
The Don river is frozen solid, enab¬ 
ling an element of the German army 
to retreat. In addition to the forward 
movement, the Red army is taking 
time to refortify points round Stalin¬ 
grad. Nazis, however, are putting up 
fierce resistance in Russia and in 
some sections are successfully disput¬ 
ing the Russian determination to 
drive them back. 

Anniversary of December 7th 

In commemoration of the first an¬ 
niversary of the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Washington has reveal¬ 
ed what happened on the “day of in¬ 
famy.” Inside of minutes all battle¬ 
ships and most of the aircraft were 
put out of action in the Hawaiian 
aiea. Only a handful of planes re¬ 
mained, and the American naval de¬ 
fence in the Pacific was almost help¬ 
less, with very small cost to the ene¬ 
my. 

But since that time the Japanese 
have paid dearly for their treachery 
at Peail Harbor. They have been 
paying 5 to 1 in sea and sky, and the 
retaliation of America has only start¬ 
ed. Washington gave an idea of the 
planes, tanks, guns and ships whioh 
have poured out from factories to 
avenge Pearl Harbor. 

Even the battleships damaged in 
the Pacific attack have since been re¬ 
paired and put into action again in 
succeeding months. 

Darlan Gives Air Fields 

Allied navies now will have use of 
Dakar under agreement between Ad¬ 
miral Darlan and General Eisenhow- 
. er, Allied Commander-in-chief. The 
Dakar governor-general has placed 
himself under Darlan’s orders. This 
permits Allied navies to use the im¬ 
portant west African port. 

In the meantime a struggle for al : 
legianee of the French people is said 
to be waging amongst Laval, Darlan 
and DeOnuUe. There are reports that 
Darlan and DeGaulle are meeting' 
and may come to some arrangement.

In the Battle of Britain, beginning on the 8th Aug. 1940, the R.A.F. 
hurled back the full might of the German Air Force, strewing the Eng¬ 
lish countryside with wrecks of German bombers in hundreds. Now 
fighter and bomber Command are carrying the offensive across the 
Channel deep isto industrial Germany. British bombers have dealt a 
serious of smashing blows at great centres of production for the 
“Wehrmacht.” Cologne, Essen and Bremen have been devastated by 
forces of over a thousand bombers, Boston bombers are hitting the 
enemy hard by daylight and fighters are making daring offensive 
sweeps on targets in enemy-occupied France. In the words of Britain’s 
Bomber r Command chief “We are going to scourge the Third Reich 
from end to end.” A Consolidated "‘fcatalina” flying boat, new type of 
aircraft now operating with British R.A.F. Coastal Command. The 
Catalina’s long range makes her a formidable weapon in the air offen¬ 
sive against U-boats.

Advertising Help 
For Victory Loan 

Coat Very Small and Strongly Sup¬ 
ported by Volunteer Advertising 

The cost of government advertising 
to support the Third Victory Loan 
was about one-tenth of a cent for ev- 
-ery dollar subscribed, according to H. 
H. Riramer, in speaking at the Inter¬ 
national War Time advertising con¬ 
ference. This covered all forms of 
publicity and advertising. He gave 
credit lor the overwhelming 'success 
of the loan to the power of advertis¬ 
ing as a stimulant. In the course of 
the Victory Loan drive advertising 
helped to sell approximately a billion 
dollars. Not only did the govern¬ 
ment pour out advertising in the brief 
period of the loan, but business men 
donated space also. 

The public probably were not aware 
of the extent of this donated adver¬ 
tising. Any Victory Bond advertise¬ 
ment may have looked to them at a 
quick glance as though it were a 
government appeal. In one issue of 
a single newspaper during the drive 
there may have been ten or a dozen 
large advertisements but the govern¬ 
ment only paid for one of them. 

To the average citizen the cost aa 
shown here may Beem too low to be 
borne out by the facts. One of the rea¬ 
sons the cost of advertising was able 
to be kept so. low in that newspapers 
all across Canada contributed a great 
deal of their main source of revenue 
(newspaper space) in boosting the 
Third Victory Loan. As an example, 
and a comparatively amall one at 
that, your local paper (The Vulcan 
Advocate) used space amounting to 
well over $50.00 to publicize the Third 
Victory Loan as well as contributing 
posters and time. When you multiply 
this by the thousands of papers across 
Canada and multiply by a hundred for 
space donated by daily papers, and 
then add the countless pages of adver¬ 
tising contributed by business firms, 
one begins to realise how the govern¬ 
ment was able to keep their advertis¬ 
ing costs to such an admirably low 
figure.

COLLECTION ARRANGED HERE 
FATS URGENTLY NEEDED 

Fats are very urgently required at 
the present time in Canada for the 
making of glycerine which is used 
exte&ively in explosives. To give 
some idea of how extreme the short¬ 
age of fats for this purpose is at pres¬ 
ent, a separate campaign for the col¬ 
lection of fait is being launched by 
the National Salvage committee. 

Fats of any kind are acceptable and 
are to be in cans with no tops. Ar¬ 
rangements have been made'with the 
local butchers, Mr. Con Kettleson and 
Mr. M. McIntyre, to handle the collec¬ 
tion for Vulcan. To overcome the dif¬ 
ficulties of collection, all householders 
are asked to take their fats to either 
of the butchers, who will pay you for 
the fats at the rate of 4c per pound. 
Positively no collections will be made 
from the houses in this connection. 

The fats have a very ready market 
and shipping points have already been 
designated. There is no possibility of 
getting too much fat collected such 
as happened in the case of paper sal¬ 
vage. 

The campaign for fats will be un¬ 
derway by Dec. 1st. Every household¬ 
er of Vulcan and district are asked to 
co-operate in this drive. Here is some¬ 
thing that is really necessary and that 
we can all help In wit* little Inconven¬ 
ience to ourselves and yet make a di¬ 
rect contribution to the war effort. It 
is just one step from supplying oir 
boys with explosives to carry the fight 
right into Germany. 

Bones are also needed but no pay¬ 
ment is made for them. Leave them 
at the butcher shop. Any and all kinds 
of bones are acceptable.

Dr. Somerville; Baby Clinics 
And Other Possible Services 
Carried On 

At a regular meeting of the hoard' 
of Foothills Full Time Health Dis*- 
trict, matters were discussed relating 
to replacement of Dr. Somerville, for¬ 
mer Medical Health Officer, and op¬ 
eration in the meantime. 

Qr. Somerville was present to .offer 
helpful advice. He spoke of the prob¬ 
lem of health districts in general in 
relation to maintenance of staff, and 
the difficulty of obtaining or retain¬ 
ing a Medical Health Officer.
